□ SENDAI, Japan Wednesday broke in Ja- 
pan with news of a new blaze at the dam- 
aged nuclear plant that crews have struggled 
to control since last week’s earthquake and 
tsunami, adding to radiation fears in a country 
racing to avoid a full-on nuclear crisis. 

The fire was discovered Wednesday morn- 
ing in the northwestern corner of the No. 4 
reactor building at the Fukushima Daiichi 
plant, an official with Tokyo Electric Power 
Company told reporters. 

It was the latest setback for a country 
struggling to dig its way out of the wreckage 
wrought by last week’s natural disasters. 

At least 3,373 people have died, the Nation- 
al Police Agency said Wednesday morning. 
Another 7,558 people are missing and 1,990 
were injured, it said. 

Shell-shocked people huddled in cramped 
shelters, grieved over lost loved ones and wor- 
ried about relatives who are missing across 
villages and towns inundated by the tsunami 
waves spawned by Friday’s 9.0 -magnitude 
quake off the east coast of Honshu. 

Here are the latest developments from Ja- 
pan and around the globe. 

Radiation in Tokyo 

Radiation levels in Tokyo were twice the usual 
level Tuesday but they were too negligible 
to pose a health threat, officials said. David 
Brenner, director of the Center for Radiologi- 
cal Research at Columbia University, said he 
thinks “at this point in time, there’s no real 
evidence that there are health risks to the 
general population.” 


Weather hampers searches 

Cold weather has increased the hardship for 
earthquake victims and rescuers. Rescuers 
report that some victims have been exposed 
to cold weather and water, in some cases for 
days. Conditions are expected to worsen, 
with temperatures forecast to drop below 
freezing by Wednesday across portions of the 
earthquake zone. 

$25 million in donations 

Donations to nonprofit organizations for 


Japan have reached about $25 million, ac- 
cording to an early tally by the Chronicle of 
Philanthropy a newspaper covering nonprofit 
organizations. The total is far below the first 
four-day totals of other recent natural disas- 
ters, including Hurricane Katrina and the cri- 
sis in Haiti, it said. 

U.S. military on scene 

Six U.S. ships continue operations off the east 
coast of Honshu, and a seventh is at sea south 
of the disaster site, the U.S. Navy said Tuesday 


Twenty-nine missions were flown to deliver 
humanitarian aid onshore, and 17 tons of sup- 
plies including food, water and blankets were 
delivered, the Navy said in a statement. A 
total of 25 tons had been delivered as of Tues- 
day providing assistance to 2,000 people, the 
statement said.

The governor of Tokyo apologized Tuesday 
for saying the earthquake and resulting tsuna-

Social media 
square off at 
SXSW festival 

AUSTIN, Texas Location-based social networks 
Foursquare, Gowalla and Loopt have collec- 
tively raised almost $50 million in funding from in- 
vestors, and racked up about 13 million users. 

Now it’s time for Act 2: making those users pay 
off 

South by Southwest is the ideal testing ground 
for these so-called “geosocial” apps. With events 
every hour at the 
city’s jammed bars 
and restaurants, show 
attendees often rely 
on check-in apps to 
find out where their 
friends are flocking. 

Last year. New Yoik- 
based Foursquare and 
local start-up Gowalla 
went head-to-head at 
SXSW in a battle for 
attention. 

This year, they’re 
using the show as a 
testing ground for business models. For inspiration, 
they’re eying Groupon, the daily-deals wunderkind 
that reportedly has annual sales topping $i billion. 

At SXSW, Foursquare teamed up with American 
Express to offer card holders discounts at local mer- 
chants. 

“We basically built a way for you to load deals 
onto your Amex card,” Foursquare founder Dennis 
Crowley said. “You sync your Amex card with your 
Foursquare account, and when you do that you start 
to see additional specials.” 

Spending $5 at a participating merchant au- 
tomatically credits $5 to the Amex account. The 
program isn’t generating any revenue for Four- 
square, but could serve as a model for future busi- 
ness deals. 

Fine-tuning their core offerings is critical for the 
geolocation services if they want to reach a mass au- 
dience. Just 4 percent of online adults use sites such 
as Foursquare, according to a recent Pew Research 
Center study 

Virtual prizes— such as badges advertising 
“achievements” such as checking in to 100 places — 
won over early adopters, but the holdouts need 
more to lure them in. 

At SXSW, Foursquare rolled out a new recom- 
mendations engine, drawing on the mine of data it 
has collected. 

Last year, the company— which now has 50 em- 
ployees— recorded 382 million check-ins from its 
7 million members. 

“Every check-in that we do, every piece of infor- 
mation that we put into the system, we recycle back 
and we get smarter and help you figure out things in 
the city” Crowley said of the new feature.

Yang found guilty 


Chicago man 
banned from 
owning pets

A Chicago man accused of throwing a puppy 
out of his car window at a busy Elmhurst in- 
tersection pleaded guilty Tuesday to animal 
cruelty and was fined $ioo and ordered not 
to possess an animal for a year. 

Sergiu E. Muresan, 26, of the 2400 block 
ofWest Crenshaw Street, offered no explana- 
tion to DuPage Countyjudge Brian Diamond 
or to reporters outside of the courtroom 
about why he tossed the dog. He pleaded 
guilty in an agreement that also placed him 
on one year of court supervision and requires 
him to undergo whatever counseling the 
county probation department orders. 

Bentley the puppy was thrown from the 
stopped car Dec. 10 at Route 83 and North 
Avenue. The floppy-eared puppy with a coat 
mostly white with some black, was rescued 
near a parking lot near the intersection. 

A witness took down the car’s license 
plate number. Elmhurst police later arrested 
Muresan and charged him with cruel treat- 
ment of an animal, a misdemeanor punish- 
able by up to one year in jail and a $2,500 fine. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Nicole Wilkes- 
English told Diamond that Muresan had no 
previous criminal record. 

The dog’s owner, Guillermo Roman, 18, 
who also lives on Muresan’s street, had said 
he put his puppy out to play in his fenced 
front yard on the morning of Dec. 10. The 
small dog apparently slipped through the 
fence. Roman and Bentley since have been 
reunited. 


Conviction in murder 
of ex-Bear’s girlfriend

A jury in Lake County on Tuesday found 
Marni Yang guilty in the 2007 murder of 
Rhoni Reuter, the pregnant girlfriend of 
former Chicago Bear Shaun Gayle. 

Eollowing a dramatic ii-day trial, the ju- 
rors reached their verdict after four hours 
of deliberation. 

Yang, Gayle and Yang’s mother, Erancine 
Merar, were stoic as the verdict was read. 
Members of Reuter’s family cried quietly 
Yang was accused of ambushing Re- 
uter in Reuter’s Deerfield condominium 
Oct. 4, 2007. Prosecutors said Yang fired 
her pistol at least six times, with the first 
two shots aimed at Reuter’s abdomen. 

Reuter, 42, was more than six months 
pregnant with Gayle’s daughter. The un- 


born child, whom 
Reuter already had 
named Skylar, also 
was killed in the at- 
tack. 

Yang was charged 
with first-degree 
murder and inten- 
tional homicide of 
an unborn child. 

Prosecutors described Yang, a 43-year- 
old mother of three, as Gayle’s real estate 
agent and casual sex partner, and a woman 
who was obsessed with Gayle’s other fe- 
male friends. Prosecutors claimed Yang 
grew enraged when she learned another 
woman was carrying his baby and that she 
murdered Reuter to get rid of a competitor 
for Gayle’s affection. 

Police quickly learned about the rela- 
tionship and made Yang their prime sus- 
pect. They questioned her over three days 


in early 2008, but she did not confess. 

The turning point in the investigation 
came a year ago, when police pressured 
Christi Paschen, a self-proclaimed psy- 
chic and Yang’s alleged confidant, into sur- 
reptitiously recording conversations with 
her friend. On one tape played in court, a 
woman prosecutors say is Yang described 
graphic details of the crime and its cover- 
up, including the disposal of the murder 
weapon. 

“They are never going to get it,” the 
voice said. “ ... It’s under tons and tons and 
tons of Chicago trash.” 

With that, authorities charged Yang 
with the murders of Reuter and her unborn 
child, and she has been in Lake County jail 
for two years since, awaiting the trial. The 
lengthy pretrial process included a request 
for a change of venue, a psychological 
exam for Yang and arguments over Yang’s 
2008 videotaped interrogation.

Sheen’s friend 
hospitalized 

The Charlie Sheen saga again touched 
Chicago on Monday when adult film star 
Kacey Jordan-who witnessed a 36-hour 
drug- and alcohol-fueled party at Sheen’s 
home in January-was taken from her room 
in the Peninsula hotel on the Magnificent Mile 
to Northwestern Memorial Hospital after a call 
was made to a suicide hotline, police say. 

Officers said Jordan (real name Courtney 
Roskop) was “dazed” when they found her in 
her hotel room typing on her computer. Police 
said she had prescription pills and a glass of 
Jack Daniels whiskey at her side. 

It’s unclear who made the call to the suicide 
hotline. Jordan had posted alcohol and drug- 
related comments on her Twitter page earlier

The Northwestern sex-toy scandal got another 
shot in the arm Tuesday as a blog post surfaced 
that quotes the Chicago advertising executive 
involved in the demonstration defending his ac- 
tions and criticizing the media for mischaracter- 
izing them. 

Jim Marcus, creative director of Tribal DDE, 
the digital division of DDE Chicago, demonstrat- 
ed the use of a sex-toy on his fiancee in a voluntary 
assembly after a human sexuality class at North- 
western University last month. The news, first re- 
ported in the Daily Northwestern, led to a call for 
the ouster of professor John Michael Eailey 

“This was not about having fun and exposing the 
world to what we do,” Marcus wrote in an e-mail to 
the business blog ENET. “It was about being part 
of an educational offering to a small group of inter- 
ested students in an optional environment.” 

In a phone interview about the blog, Marcus, a 
digital advertising expert, expressed surprise that 
his e-mails were published. Tribal DDE’s primary 
client is McDonald’s. 

“At the end of the day, people who work in this 
field are creative, and they’re passionate about 
things,” he said. “It would be a huge mistake to 
associate anything I do {outside of the office} 
with the clients I work with.” 


City cuts down 
summer gigs 

Chicago Tribune 

Mayor Daley announced Tuesday that the city of 
Chicago will offer 22 percent fewer summer jobs 
for young people this year because of cuts in fed- 
eral stimulus funding for the program. 

The city and various businesses will offer 
14,000 jobs this summer for people 14-21, com- 
pared to 18,000 last year, Daley said. He called on 
private businesses to step up and offer more jobs 
or funding for the program. 

“We all know that most jobs are in the private 
sector, so today, again, I want to challenge and 
ask our business leaders to strengthen our efforts 
to provide jobs for young people, or opportuni- 
ties or internships,” he said at a news conference 
at an early childhood education center in the 
Pilsen area where teens work during the summer. 

About $8.6 million in federal stimulus money 
for the annual “Youth Ready Chicago” program 
has dried up this year, Daley said.

New jail scanners 
to trim strip searches

In a move to improve security for both in- 
mates and corrections officers, the Cook 
Countyjail has installed four new full-body 
scanners to replace the L-3 technology 
commonly used at airports. Cook County 
Sheriff Thomas J. Dart announced Tuesday 
The jail is the first correctional facil- 
ity nationwide to use the RadPRO Se- 
curPASS machines. Dart said. The four 
machines, which cost $940,500 in total 
for the machines, accessories, training and 
shipping, are in the jail’s two maximum-se- 
curity buildings and in both the men’s and 
women’s receiving rooms where inmates 
are first processed. 


The newer technology allows for offi- 
cers to better detect contraband, particu- 
larly narcotics, smuggled in through body 
cavities and will make strip searches a mea- 
sure of last resort, according to Dart. 

“This will now allow us to ensure that 
virtually no searches will go on because the 
machine does it for us,” Dart said. 

The jail’s use of strip searches came un- 
der fire when a class-action lawsuit was 
brought against Cook County in 2006. 
The County Eoard voted to settle the law- 
suit in November for $55.3 million to com- 
pensate as many as 250,000 people who 
endured the strip searches in degrading 
conditions. 


In 2008, a federal judge also ruled as 
unconstitutional the jail’s practice of strip- 
searching inmates who were ordered re- 
leased from custody 

Dart acknowledged that the lawsuits 
the county faced regarding such searches 
helped motivate the switch to body scan- 
ners. 

“I’m trying to take the human compo- 
nent out of this completely,” Dart said. 

Officials said the SecurPass imagery 
does not show any anatomical outlines 
and is less revealing than the L-3 machines, 
which have been widely criticized as too 
invasive. However, a demonstration of the 
technology did show significant detail.

And other honest 
statements from 
Disappears singer 
Brian Case 


W hile most of Chicago was out celebrating St. Patrick’s 
Day, Disappears singer-guitarist Brian Case holed up 
somewhere far from the parades and the green beer. 
The frontman has little interest in drinking songs (“I never really liked 
the Pogues”), dyed-green rivers (“I don’t know why they do that”) or lep- 
rechauns. OK, so maybe he has a slight interest in leprechauns. “Have 
you seen the YouTube video from {Mobile], Alabama?” he asks of a 2006 
news report that momentarily became an Internet sensation. “That’s 

probably my favorite leprechaun-related thing.” 

Considering Disappears’ murky musical output— an art-damaged blend of hyp- 
notic, reverb-laden rock better suited to Halloween— it’s not surprising that Case, 
34, isn’t into St. Pat’s shenanigans. Reached at home in Bowmanville, the singer 
instead discussed the band’s forthcoming gig at the Museum of Contemporary Art, 
the addition of Sonic Youth drummer Steve Shelley and the one thing guaranteed 
to make him chuckle. 


The New York Observer recently ran 
a piece with the headline, “No Matter 
How Many Times Your Band Piays 
MoMa You’ii Never Be An Artist,” 
and one of the bands quoted in the 
piece said playing in a museum “of- 
fers the suggestion that this is perfor- 
mance art.” What’s your mindset go- 
ing into your show at the Museum of 
Contemporary Art? 

I kind of agree with that. WeVe played 
there once before ... and it was weird. 
People are just standing around and 
watching you play, but it’s different than 
if you’re doing that at the Empty Bottle or 
something. You’re in a different space and 
the expectation is different. We’re playing 
in the cafeteria this time, so maybe it’ll 
help that we’re not standing right next to 
the James Turrell light installation. 


Do you have anything special planned? 

We have to play quiet, so it’s going to be a different show 
for us. We’re just going to make it unique to the space. It’ll 
be like Disappears with the volume turned down. 

With Steve Shelley staying on for the next record, 
are you ready for the flood of Sonic Youth comparisons 
you’re certain to get once it’s released? 

Oh, yeah. It’ll be our Sonic Youth record for sure. They’ve 
always been a big influence for me, but I don’t think the 
music has ever necessarily sounded like them. But no 
matter what we do, somebody will call it our Sonic Youth 
record. 

Do you feel like Steve brings out a different 
element in the music? 

It’s a different energy. With [former drummer] Graeme 
[Gibson], we turned into this freight train that never 
stopped. With Steve, we made the decision, like, “Let’s step 
back and put some groove and space back into the songs.”

The Joy Formidable 

“The Big Roar”

When a rock band kicks off its 
full-length debut with a nearly 
eight-minute song (the ex- 
■III hilarating “The Everchanging 

Spectrum of a Lie”), it’s either 
trying to make a grand entrance or doesn’t 
know the difference between “just right” and 
“too much.” Fortunately, the Joy Formidable fall 
into the first category, and their full-length de- 
but deserves whatever buzz comes its way. 

On most of the Welsh trio’s follow-up to the self-released EP “A Balloon Called Moaning” 
(from which “Roar” steals four great songs), the band sticks to an epic, fuzzy formula 
stuffed into tight, propulsive packages such as “The Magnifying Glass” and “Cradle,” both 
of which come in under three minutes. “The Big Roar” is terrifically paced, pausing in some 
moments (the hushed “Maruyama,” the opening of the absurdly titled “Llaw=Wall”) and lay- 
ing it on thick in others (“Chapter 2,” the heavy-metal kick-drum conclusion of “Whirring”) 
The band delivers so many hooks that the combination of loud and anthemic never feels 
redundant-whether or not you can decipher singer Ritzy Bryan’s lyrics. Her sweet vocals 
contrast excellently with the band’s aggressive bombast that soars as if they’re rocking 
the leaves off the forest and waiting for people to come see what’s going on (hopefully 
drifting forward to the tune of majestic closer “The Greatest Light is the Greatest Shade”).

Working with Steve, the focus is more on the 
negative space than being as dense as we’ve 
been in the past. We opened things up to let 
them breathe a little more. 

Has he brought some fresh perspective 
to the songs off the last two records?

I love Mark E. Smith, 
Alan Vega and dub music. That’s the stew for 
the vocals: sharp barbs like Mark E. Smith, the 
delivery of Alan Vega and a bunch of delay. 

As moody as your songs can be, 

Tm curious if there’s something that 
wiil always make you laugh? 

[Laughs] You know, we just went to Europe and 
on the way there they played “Tropic Thunder” 
on the flight. I had never seen it before, and I 
watched it twice in a row. I could watch that 
again and get a guaranteed laugh.

How did your career in 
Tupperware sales begin? 

It was 2001. I’d gotten out of 
prison, and my parole offi- 
cer-she’s so sweet, she’s an 
adorable little lesbian-said, 
“You need a job to get your 
kids back.’’ Because apparently, 
when you get out of prison, 
they give ’em back to you. And 
I’m like, “What part of freedom 
is that?’’ 

She said, “Do Tupperware.” At 
first I thought she was crazy; I 
just started laughing. And then 
I did my first party, and I had 
so much fun and I made some 
money and I got free drinks. 
And I was like, “Oh, my Lord, I’m 
drinking at work for free-l’m 
staying with this!” 


How do you put together your 
signature hostess look? 

Most of what I wear is just recy- 
cled from old tablecloths. I have 
a real cute blue polka-dot [dress] 
that used to be a tablecloth for 
Fourth of July. I cut around the 
gravy stains, which hit me right 
about the crotch area. So I had to 
change that and make it a little 
bit shorter. 

I want something a little more 
bright and bold, but it can’t have 
fringe on it, ’cause then the 
fringe gets caught in every- 
thing. When I’m shopping in my 
cowgirl stores, I always run into 
the wrong crap. It’s hard to find 
something that’s big and fun and 
crazy, so I make it all myself. 


Speaking of big, does big hair 
translate into big sales? 

It’s true-the higher the hair, the 
bigger the sale. And you know 
what else they always say- 
“The higher the hair, the closer 
to God.” Four in the morning, I 
get up, start back-combing to 
Jesus and spray a little spray in 
the air and walk under it and it 
just settles. Jesus does my hair, 
that’s what I like to say. 

How were your product sales 
last year? 

I think I was just shy of 
$100,000. When I was do- 
ing regular parties, I had a 
$229,000 year in sales, and I 
was so proud. I worked my tail 
off. 


When you go to a party, your whole 
intention is, “I want to go buy some 
Tupperware.” But when you come to 
a show, your intention is more like, “I 
want to come and be entertained and 
have a good time.” Sometimes they 
buy, sometimes they don’t, but as long 
as everybody’s having fun, that’s all I 
care about. 

What advice do you have for throw- 
ing a Tupperware party at home? 

Well, I say, have cocktails, because the 
more people drink, the more they buy. 
A lot of hostesses put so much pres- 
sure on themselves to make every- 
thing right and put out a big spread.

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C2E2 looks to please fanboys & girls of all stripes

FOR REDEYE 

It’s an understatement to say that Rick Bayless 
(left) knows mole better than manga. 

“I really don’t know much about comics,” Bay- 
less admits. “My idea of a superhero is [legendary 
chef] Julia Child. I think she could have had her 
own comic.” 

Despite his lack of comics geek cred, the 
award-winning Chicago chef will be one ingre- 
dient of “Food and Comics,” an unlikely panel 
Friday at the Chicago Comic & Entertainment 
Expo. It’s just one example of the programming 
offered at this year’s C2E2 that go beyond the 
hard-core comics scene. 

The “geek culture” lineup includes a stand-up 
comedy show featuring Patton Oswalt called 
“Comedy Death-Ray” a Q&A session with ac- 
tors Eliza Dushku and TMimoh Penikett about 
their work on the TV show “Dollhouse,” a stage 
for gamers to play “Rock Band” and a demo of a 
Quidditch game from the Harry Potter franchise. 

By intentionally adding non-comics program- 
ming, convention organizer ReedPop (it also 
does Newark Comic Con and the official “Star 
Wars” conventions) hopes to attract a bigger base 
of fans to the second annual event, which takes 
place Friday through Sunday at McCormick 
Place. 

‘After the show last year, we did a lot of re- 
search and solicited fan opinion and what we 
heard was that the comic representation was very 
strong, but the other entertainment wasn’t as 
strong,” said Lance Eensterman, vice president of 
ReedPop. “So the overarching strategy this year 
is we wanted to diversify our guest roster and try 
to have people of all stripes of geek culture.” 

That “more is more” strategy means 130 pan- 
els have been scheduled for C2E2, up 10 percent 
from last year. ReedPop has secured appearances 
by 35 entertainment guests, compared with only 
eight in 2010. 

It seems to be paying off from a ticket sales 
perspective. Sales are up 30 percent and last year’s 
attendance of 27,500 likely will be surpassed. 

Surely some food geeks will go Friday to see 
Bayless, who will be joined on the “Food and 
Comics” panel by Hot Doug’s chef Doug Sohn, 


Tribune food writer Kevin Pang and Alarvel 
Comics talent scout C.B. Cebulski, who co-hosts 
a podcast called ‘A Taste of Comics.” 

“It’s going to be mostly a discussion about 
creativity and how ideas come to fruition both 
in comics and on the plate,” Cebulski said of 
the 4:30 p.m. panel. “I think there [are] other 
comparisons to be made as well: There’s sort of 
an obsessive quality to both the foodie and the 
comic book fan; there’s the desire to be first to 
have something; and the whole, T have this and 
you don’t’ element to it.” 

Bayless hopes fans don’t ask him comic-related 
questions, but he wants to find common ground 
with attendees and co-paneHsts. 

“I love people who are passionate about what- 
ever they’re passionate about it. I love to hang out 
with people like that,” Bayless said. “I thought, 
you know, even though I’m not a big comics guy 
I can carry on conversation with anyone.” 

Some hard-core comics fans might bristle at 
someone such as Bayless appearing at C2E2, the 
way attendees at the San Diego Comic Con have 
complained in recent years that Hollywood has 
taken over that much larger convention. How- 
ever, Seth Tucker, assistant manager at Lakeview 
retailer Chicago Comics, sees the positive side of 
expanding C2E2 programming. 

“The consensus on C2E2 is that it was lacking a 
bit, so I think in order for it to be successful, they 
need to bring in more pop culture stuff,” he said. 
“Anything they can do to hook more people in, 
yet tying it back to comics. 

“I think you can definitely go too far with it. At 
Wizard World [in Rosemont] they’ve focused on 
wrestHng and video games and all this stuff that 
has nothing to do with comics. But Rick Bayless 
talking about comics and food, and the cast of 
‘The Walking Dead’? Hey, that’s great.” 

Marvel scout Cebulski himself is torn about 
the idea of non-comics related programming. 

‘As someone inside the industry, I like that 
we’re bringing in new people who are attending 
the show and being exposed to comics for maybe 
the first time,” he said. “But the geek inside me 
still likes the comics-only show”

Patton Oswalt could be called the King of the 
Geeks. 

He made a stand-up career joking about 
his love of “Dungeons and Dragons,” then 
parlayed that into a successful acting career 
on TV’s “King of Queens” and in films such 
as “Ratatouille.” He released his memoir, 
“Zombies, Spaceship, Wasteland,” which he’ll 
sign Friday at Reckless Records, 1532 N. Mil- 
waukee Ave. Also Friday he’s headlining the 
“Comedy Death-Ray” comedy show at C2E2. 

Kind of a geeky resume, right? Oswalt 
didn’t seem too thrilled talking about his 
geek cred— or much of anything at all— 
when he chatted with RedEye over the 
phone last week. After the interview ended, 
he tweeted, “I have got to stop saying yes 
to every interview. 9 minutes that felt like a 
week.” (It really did.) 

Somehow, Oswalt’s post-interview tweet- 
ing said more about pop culture than any- 
thing he said in our awkward exchange. 


Is Chicago a geeky city? 

I think every city is equally geeky and there 
are probably pockets of pop culture geeks in 
any set city I don’t know if it’s more or less 
geeky than any other place. 

When you do a big convention like C2E2, is it 
any different than doing a regular show? 

I’m just doing the show I don’t really know. I 
don’t do anything special for the convention.
